A Wealth of the Nation 
Report published by mar¬ 
keting company CACI re¬ 
vealed that the KT19 7 
postcode which comprises 
Clarendon Park off Horton 
Lane, has become a magnet 
for high earners. 

The report found that the 
“super-rich are few and far 
between” with less than 0.1 
per cent of households earn¬ 
ing more than £200,000. 

But in Clarendon Park, 
which includes Sandy 
Mead, Oakwood Avenue, 
McKen¬ 
zie Way 
and 

Hendon 
Grove, 


closed in 1992 and the major¬ 
ity of houses and flats that 
stand there today were con¬ 
structed between 2000 and 
2002. 

At first the development 
attracted a number of foot¬ 
ballers including Terry 
and Bolton Wanderers 
star Zat Knight, but 
they were followed by 
bankers, entrepreneurs and 
professionals. 

A four or five-bedroom 
modern detached house in 
the park will now fetch up to 
£800,000. 

Simon Caird, managing di¬ 
rector of Cairds Estate 
Agents, in Epsom, which 
sells properties there, said 
he is not 


surprised by the findings of 
the CACI report. 

He said the area’s location, 
travel links and exclusivity 
are all factors that make the 
area attractive to the rich 
and famous, and believes it 
is a model of good design, 
which is raising the profile 
of Epsom as a whole. 

He said: “Unlike most 
new housing developments 
today, where a percentage of 
the development has to be 
developed as social housing, 
Clarendon Park does not 
have an allocation of 
social housing - the alloca¬ 
tion was absorbed by the 
previous developments ad¬ 
jacent to it, such as 
Manor Park.

A researcher is appealing 
for help tracing the back- 
gound of people who died 
during World War I. 

Epsom’s war memorial, in 
Ashley Road, carries the 
names of 264 men and a 
woman, but for 19 of them 
no details are known. 

Clive Gilbert, a volunteer 
for the Epsom and Ewell 
Local and Family History 
Centre, has made it his 
mission to track down their 
histories. 

He said: “I always had an 
interest in the Great War.” 

He said it was important to 
preserve memorials and re¬ 
member the stories of peo¬ 
ple who perished at war. 

He said: “There is a 
groundswell of feeling they 
must be cherished and 
looked after.” 

The most famous name 
on the memorial is that of 
Neil Primrose, who was the 
son of the former Prime 


Minister Lord Rosebery. 

The average age of those 
identified on the memorial, 
is just under 28 years old, 
with the youngest aged 17 
and the oldest 48. There are 
two sets of three brothers 
and nine of two brothers. 

The granite memorial was 
erected in 1921, and the 
names were erected on 
panels in 1923 and were 
paid for entirely by public 
subscription.

A man who fought with 
Monty in the Second World 
War celebrated his 100th 
birthday on Friday. 

Jack Richardson fought at 
El Alamein, in Egypt, where 
victory over Rommel’s forces 
marked a turning point in the 
western desert campaign. 

On Friday a party was held 
for Mr Richardson at the El¬ 
ders Care Home, in Epsom 
Road, Ewell, where his wife 
Lillian turned 100 in 2010 
shortly before her death. 

The couple, who met on hol¬ 
iday on the Isle of Wight and 
tied the knot in 1938, had cele¬ 
brated their 72nd wedding an¬ 
niversary together at the 
home. 

He joined the Territorial 
Army and, soon after the cou¬ 
ple settled in Ifield, trans¬ 
ferred to the Royal Artillery 
at the start of the Second 
World War. 

He fought with the Eighth 
Army, nicknamed the Desert 
Rats, at El Alamein where he 
remembers being sceptical 
about General Montgomery’s 
decision at one stage to send 
in all the reserves - although 
it paid off. 

Promoted to sergeant, he 
was away from home for five 
years and when he was 
demobbed returned, aged 33, 
with no qualifications, no job 
and just a kit bag on his shoul¬ 
der. But he was reunited with 


his beloved wife at last. 

Born into a poor family in 
Clapham, at the age of 14 he 
had gone to work as a clerk 
at a chartered accountants 
and in his 40s he passed the 
exams necessary to become 
an accountant. 


The couple lived in Meadow 
Walk, Ewell, for 40 years be¬ 
fore moving into Elders care 
home in 2005. 

In a speech on Friday, the 
care manager’s husband John 
Mills said: “Jack is well loved 
here at the Elders and is a 


wonderful person. 

“He is the most kind, friend¬ 
ly and interesting person to 
have graced these walls, a 
credit to the home and is just 
how a true gentleman should 
be. 

“Long live Jack.” 


Police still 
searching

A police spokesman con¬ 
firmed there have been no 
further abduction attempts 
and said officers are review¬ 
ing CCTV, speaking to resi¬ 
dents and the victim and 
trying to trace the vehicle.

Wildlife charity warns 
on anti-freeze danger 


A leading wildlife charity 
has issued a winter warn¬ 
ing to keep wild animals 
and pets safe from drink¬ 
ing toxic liquids. 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
Leatherhead-based the 
Wildlife Aid Foundation 
(Waf), said one of the most 
serious “hidden dangers” 
at this time of year is ani¬ 
mals drinking spilt anti¬ 
freeze. 

He said: “When it is cold, 
it is natural for animals to 
go looking for warmth, 
shelter and food, and that 
makes them more likely to 
try to get indoors, for ex¬ 
ample into your garage or 
shed. 

“Every winter Waf ends 
up trying to save the lives 
of animals that have tried 
to drink spilt liquid such as 
anti-freeze. 

“It might seem odd they 


should even want to drink 
something like that but the 
fact is that anti-freeze has a 
sweet smell and taste that 
attracts animals. 

“But unfortunately just a 
couple of licks of anti¬ 
freeze can be enough to kill 
an animal. 

“People should keep the 
lids on all containers when 
they are not in use. 

“We have been called out 
to try to help hedgehogs 
and foxes in this situation 
and there is often nothing 
we can do because the tox¬ 
ins start to work very 
quickly. 

“Death by anti-freeze is a 
truly horrible way to go. 

“It causes ulceration of 
the throat and enlargement 
of the liver. It is very 
nasty.”

Brothers are jailed after 
series of poppy tin thefts

Two brothers who systemati¬ 
cally looted poppy appeal tins 
from banks and shops have 
been jailed for four-and-a-half 
years. 

Jason Smith, 35, and Daniel 
Smith, 30, both of Kings- 
nympton Park, Kingston, 
pleaded guilty to a joint 
charge of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit theft. 

The pair stole poppy tins in 
2011 from Barclays bank and 
Lloyds bank in Epsom on 
November 5, from WH Smith, 
in the Ashley Centre, on 
November 13, and from the 
Co-Op, in Upper High Street, 
on November 13.

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said they would use a range of 
methods, including distract¬ 
ing staff or just walking up 
and taking the tins if they 
thought they were not being 
watched. 

Jason Smith also pleaded

guilty to two charges of bur¬ 
glary in the Kingston area in 
September and was sentenced 
at Kingston Crown Court last 
month to 45 months 
imprisonment. 

Daniel Smith pleaded guilty 
to a separate theft charge 


relating to a coffee machine in 
a Kingston shop and was sen¬ 
tenced at Guildford Crown 
Court on September 14 to 20 
months behind bars. 

Detective Inspector Oana 
King said: “Police and the 
courts take a dim view on 
those who steal from charities 
for their own gains. 

“We will not tolerate the 
theft of Royal British Legion 
charity tins or any other char¬ 
ity boxes.” 

A Royal British Legion 
spokesman said: “We are sad¬ 
dened to hear of the theft of 
poppy tins. This loss will de¬ 
prive those in the service and 
ex-service community and 
their families of assistance 
and support from the legion.”

New campaign will aim 
to slash all energy bills 


Surrey County Council is 
launching a campaign to slash 
up to £7.5m from people’s elec¬ 
tricity and gas bills. 

The six big utility firms 
stopped cold calling around 
the county after the council’s 
trading standards team suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted Scottish 
and Southern Energy for 
using door-to-door sellers to 
mislead people into switching 
suppliers. 

After news EDF Energy gas 
and electricity bills would soar 
by nearly 11 per cent as part of 
a new price hike, the council is 
setting its sights on standing 
up for Surrey residents. 

Households and businesses 
are being called to join a 
scheme that uses people power 
as a bargaining chip to drive 
down bills by as much as £250 
a year. 

Under the scheme, an auc¬ 
tion will be held with energy 
providers, with the lowest bid 
winning. People will then be 


told of the deal and given time 
to decide whether to switch. 

It is estimated that up to 
30,000 households and busi¬ 
nesses could make the switch 
and save £250, saving a total of 
£7.5m. 

Denise Le Gal, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member 
for change and efficiency, said: 
“This is one of the first and 
biggest schemes of its kind in 
the country and, at a time 
when energy firms are ramp¬ 
ing up bills, we estimate that 
we can help put up to £250 a 
year back into tens of thou¬ 
sands of household budgets 
and business bank accounts.” 

The council is currently 
weighing up bids from poten¬ 
tial switching partners. 

The company chosen will 
market the scheme, sign up 
people who are interested and 
carry out negotiations with 
suppliers, while the council 
will provide the overall 
management.

Kevin Hurley - Independent

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Worries hospital may 
face 'failure regime’ 


Concerns are growing that Gov¬ 
ernment administrators could 
step-in to run cash-strapped 
Epsom Hospital whose planned 
merger with Ashford and St 
Peter’s collapsed last month. 

Epsom and St Helier University 
Hospitals NHS Trust is predicting 
a £19.4m deficit for the year 2012-13 
and last month the trust, which 
spends about £9m on staff costs 
each month, had to use £7m of 
bail-out funding to pay wages. 

The two hospitals have to reach 
foundation trust status by Septem¬ 
ber 2014 and, it has been ruled, do 
not have the financial ability to do 
so together. 

After the collapse of the pro¬ 
posed merger between St Helier 
and St George’s in Tooting in Jan¬ 
uary and last month the merger 
between Epsom Hospital and Ash¬ 
ford and St Peter’s in Surrey, the 
Health Service Journal reported 
that the trust is now being serious¬ 
ly considered for the Department 
of Health’s failure regime as there 
is no approved pathways for the 
hospitals to reach foundation sta¬ 
tus for 2014, either on their own or 
through merging with other 
trusts. 

The unsustainable providers 
regime is a controversial process 
which was triggered for the South 
London Healthcare Trust, cover-

ing Bromley, Bexley and Green¬ 
wich, in July. The trust was forced 
to hand over its administration 
powers to the Department of 
Health for failing to meet set 
standards. 

A Department of Health 
spokesman said: “The priority is 
for Epsom and St Helier Universi¬ 
ty Hospitals Trust to provide sus¬ 
tainable and high quality care to 
its patients. The trust will now be 
working closely with the local 
NHS to identify plans to help.” 

A spokesman for Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospitals NHS 
Trust said that entering the unsus¬ 
tainable provider regime was not 
something NHS London, the NHS 
Trust Development Authority or 
the Department of Health were 
“currently considering”. 

They said that the £7m that cov¬ 
ered staff wages in October came 
from £17.7m agreed by NHS Lon¬ 
don to help cover their deficit and 
it was in line with their financial 
plan for the year. 

The Better Services, Better 
Value review, which recommend¬ 
ed St Helier Hospital should lose 
its accident and emergency, mater¬ 
nity and children’s ward, has been 
postponed and is now reviewing 


its proposals as a result of the 
collapse of Epsom’s merger. 

Doris Richards, the chairwoman 
of Sutton Link that works to im¬ 
prove health and social care ser¬ 
vices in the borough, said it was 
“extremely concerned” about the 
situation developing following the 
failure of Epsom and St Helier’s 
proposed mergers. 

She said: “Both NHS London and 
NHS Surrey have requested sus¬ 
pension or halting of the Better 
Services Better Value process. 

“Link now believes we are in an 
untenable position with the deficit 
concerns and the failure of the 
merger processes. 

“We already know the accident 
and emergency, maternity, chil¬ 
dren’s care and renal dialysis ser¬ 
vices are threatened with closure, 
with this additional uncertainty 
hanging over our hospital the de¬ 
livery of services close to home is 
seriously compromised.” 

The trust has a turnover of 
£330m a year and its deficit is made 
up of £13.8m at Epsom Hospital 
and £5.6m at St Helier Hospital. 

One reason for the deficit is the 
drive to treat more patients in the 
community that means the hospi¬ 
tals receive less income. They have 
also lost income from the primary 
care trusts by failing to hit certain 
performance standards. 



Digging it 

Work got under way last 
week on the £2m redevelop¬ 
ment of Ashtead station 
that will provide more park¬ 
ing and better facilities for 
travellers. 

The existing station build¬ 
ing was erected in the 1970s 
and the Government an¬ 
nounced in 2009 that 
Ashtead had been chosen as 
one of the stations to receive 
a multi-million pound over¬ 
haul as part of its national 
stations improvements 
programme. 

MP Chris Grayling started 
off the work with a “first 
dig” at Ashtead station last 
Friday. 

A spokesman for Southern 
train company, which has 
the franchise to operate ser¬ 
vices through Ashtead, said 
the revamped station would 
include a new building with 
an improved layout making 
it easier for passengers to 
move around, an accessible 
toilet, new benches and soft 
seating, automatic ticket 
gates, a retail kiosk, a cash 
machine, a bigger car park 
with another 67 spaces and 
new two-tier cycle parking 
with 120 spaces. 

The station will be built in 
the part of the car park that 
is currently a drop-off area, 
meaning the vacated build¬ 
ing once demolished will 
make way for additional car 
parking space. 

The new station will be 
completed in the late spring

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400 sign anti-KFC petition 


Nearly 400 residents have 
formally objected to plans to 
turn a historic pub into a 
fast-food takeaway - but must 
now wait until December to 
find out its fate. 

The Organ and Dragon, an 
18th century restaurant and 
pub in London Road, Ewell, 
shut down in July and was 
bought by KFC, which has 
submitted plans to Epsom and 
Ewell Council to turn it into 
a restaurant and fast-food 
outlet. 

Neighbours fear having a 
KFC on the site will lead to 
antisocial behaviour, litter 
and traffic accidents, and 
Ewell resident Elaine Jury 
started a petition to save the 
historic watering hole. 

Public consultation on the 
plans ended on October 18, 
and the council received more 
than 380 objections. 

Mrs Jury’s petition also 
attracted 1,000 signatures, 
with just seven letters in 
support of KFC’s plans. 

Mrs Jury said the petition 
group would continue to hold 
weekly meetings, but it now

“had to wait and see”. 

She said: “People can still 
write to the council opposing 
it, but I don’t think there’s 
an awful lot we can do at the 
moment. 

“Hopefully, when the 
planning application gets to 
committee stage, we will 
have three minutes to speak 
against it. 

“The councillors have 
already made up their minds. 
All they have built in Epsom 
town centre shows they don’t 
listen to residents.

Some residents have also 
questioned whether a KFC 
is the best way in which to 
encourage healthy eating in the 
community. 

The KFC spokesman said: 
“We are continually improv¬ 
ing the nutritional profile of 


our menu, and offer a wide 
range of portion sizes and 
lighter options including 
grilled chicken and salad. 

“KFC can be enjoyed as part 
of a balanced diet and the 
average customer visits us 
once every four weeks for a 
treat.” 

A report on the planning 
application will be submitted 
to the planning committee on 
December 6.

‘Huge sewer rat’ gives 
woman a spiky shock

An animal lover got the fright of 
her life when a huge “sewer rat” 
got stuck in her drain - only 
to discover it was a hungry 
hedgehog. 

Beverley Rodgers, of Harvester 
Road in Epsom, contacted the 
Epsom Guardian in a panic after 
she discovered what she thought 
was a “sewer rat bigger than a 
mini Yorkshire terrier” in her 
drain on Wednesday, October 24. 

The 47-year-old had contacted 
Epsom and Ewell Council and 
Rosebery Housing Association to 
get it removed, but was told noth¬ 
ing could be done to remove it 
that evening. 

She said: “There’s a large rat 
swimming around the drain. I 
think it’s slowly dying because 
it’s stuck there. 

“I love rats, but clearly this is 
not a pet and I’m absolutely petri¬ 
fied of it. I’m worried it might 
come upstairs.” 

But three hours later, she got a 
further shock when her brave 
brother, who had come round to 
help, pulled it out with his hands 
- only to discover the animal was 
a traumatised hedgehog. 

Ms Rodgers said: “I thought it 
was on its last legs as it was 
bleeding and shaking so I 
wrapped it in some towels and 
put in a dog cage in the corner of 
the living room. 

“I covered the cage with a sheet 
and put some chicken in the cage, 
which it didn’t want to eat. 

“A few hours later my husband 
came home and said he could 
hear it moving. I lifted up the 
sheet and I couldn’t see it in the 
cage and the chicken had been 
eaten too. 

“It had escaped and was walk¬ 
ing round the room. We put it 


back in the cage and went out 
into the garden where it just 
walked off. It was like nothing 
was wrong with it. 

“It had been down the drain for 
three hours at least, which I 
knew of. I didn’t think it could 


have survived that. 

“It’s like it had a rest, had some¬ 
thing to eat and then off it went. 

“The next day the council’s pest 
control people turned up saying 
they were here about the rat. In 
the end it all turned out good.”

Trio jailed for a string 
of armed bank raids

Three robbers who terrorised 
banks in south London were jailed 
for a total of 62 years last week. 

The trio netted more than half a 
£500,000 in cash during their spate 
of armed robberies, which date 
back to 2000. 

A six-month-long intelligence- 
led operation by the flying squad, 
based at Tower Bridge, caught the 
team red-handed as they prepared 
to rob a Santander bank in North 
Cheam in February. 

Robert Hall, 48, of Grange Road, 

Thornton Heath, was sentenced to 
22 years in prison. Emmet Wynne, 

48, of Wilmar Gardens, West Wick¬ 
ham, and Ian Knight, 51 of Adare 
Walk, Streatham, were both sen¬ 
tenced to 20 years in prison. 

All three pleaded guilty to a com¬ 
bination of offences at Inner Lon¬ 
don Crown Court relating to 
robbery, conspiracy to rob and 
firearms offences. 

In sentencing, Judge Mark Bish¬ 
op said: “This was professionally 
planned, with ruthlessness and a 
utter disregard for the cash transit 
guards who were terrified. 

“You targeted small banks 
and you waited inside for the 
guards to arrive. 

“You robbed them of significant

sums of money and you were 
armed with guns and firearms. 

“What is clear is that you didn’t 
see the guards as victims. It is 
plain that this conduct cannot be 
tolerated in a decent society and 
the sentence must reflect that.” 

When the trio were caught by po¬ 
lice, it was after a botched attempt 
to rob a bank in North Cheam. 

The gang got spooked when a fire 
was started by youths in the street 
nearby and they aborted the rob¬ 
bery and drove back to the 
changeover car, a stolen Audi A6 
estate they had parked not far 
from the bank. 

Wynne got into the Audi estate 
and Hall and Knight remained in a 


stolen VW Bora. 

Officers pounced shortly after¬ 
wards capturing Wynne and Hall, 
but Knight managed to flee. He 
was arrested one week later on 
February 23. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul 
Johnson, Tower Bridge flying 
squad, said: “This was a well or¬ 
ganised team of armed robbers 
whose meticulous planning and 
otherwise normal lives managed 
to keep them under the radar for 
so many years. 

“If it hadn’t been for the tenacity 
of my officers, this team would 
have continued to carry out armed 
robberies for many more years to 
come.”

A “gentleman of the old school” who 
took his dog into hospitals to cheer up 
the patients has died at the age of aged 
87. 

John Creedon, who lived in Ewell for al¬ 
most 50 years, was a familiar face in Non¬ 
such Park where he used to go every day 
for 30 years. 

Mr Creedon’s active life has been cur¬ 
tailed by poor health following a fall last 
year and he died from pneumonia on Oc¬ 
tober 18. 

Until last year Mr Creedon used to visit 
hospital wards and nursing homes bring¬ 
ing his dog along to cheer up patients. 

He was inspired to register with charity 
Pets As Therapy when his late wife 
Joyce was visited by a dog in hospital in 
1997. 

Mr Creedon, born in Petersfield, Hamp¬ 
shire, joined the Army at 21 and served 
in Egypt and France. While based at Cat- 
terick Camp in Yorkshire he met Joyce 
and they married in 1948. 

The couple settled in Castle Avenue, 
Ewell Village, in 1963, three years after 
their son Geoff was born. 

By then Mr Creedon had left the Army 
and worked for the Department of Em¬ 
ployment in Wimbledon and as a dis¬ 
abled resettlement officer in Epsom. 

With great aptitude and determination 
Mr Creedon persuaded employers to give 
jobs to mentally and physically disabled 
people. 

He also collected for disability charity 
Scope, avidly read the Epsom Guardian, 
belonged to Howell Hill Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation and was a Freemason for 57 years 
at Petersfield and Stoneleigh lodges. 

On Boxing Day, 2011, he broke his hip in 
a fall and never fully recovered. In Octo¬ 
ber he died at Epsom Hospital. 

His son Geoff, who now has his own son 
Chris, said: “It is obviously a sad time for 
our family, but we have been greatly 
comforted by the many messages of sup¬ 
port and sympathy we have received.” 

One well-wisher said: “He was a gentle¬ 
man of the old school and whenever I 
saw him walking in the park he would al¬ 
ways raise his cap to me in greeting, and 
then stop for a chat. 

“He was such a lovely man and we shall 
miss his smile and seeing him walk 
Josh.” 

Mr Creedon’s funeral was held at St 
Mary’s Church, Ewell, on Monday. He 
was buried in the afternoon in 
Petersfield.

classic car will be crowned? 

One of the ‘fab five’ will get top accolade at motor show 


The countdown is on to find 
out which motor is crowned 
Classic Car of the Year 2012, 
with the five finalists heading 
to the Classic Motor Show at 
Birmingham’s NEC this 
month, where the ultimate 
winner will be revealed. 

With three cars from the 
1930s battling it out with one 
from the swinging sixties and 
one from the seventies, it’s set 


to be a closely run event, as 
each car (and its owner) has a 
story to tell. 

Oldest car in the ‘fabulous 
five’ is a 1931 Austin Seven 
called Crusty. With its owner, 
Buckinghamshire-based

Next up is the 1934 Jowett

has been partly restored and 
has now covered 400,000 
miles! 

Last of the 1930s trio is a 
1938 Morris 25 Series III, 
owned by Martin Redmond 
from Bedfordshire. 

Martin bought ‘Stanley’ in 
2009 with the intention of 
doing a long-distance journey 
and in 2012 the car drove

across Europe and Asia to 
Vladivostok in eight weeks, 
after which it was shipped to 
the USA and drove across the 
country in four weeks. 

Keith Clements from Essex 
owns the 1960s entry - a 1965 
Aston Martin DB5. Bought 
with his son in 2005,40 years 
after he saw Goldfinger, the 
dream was nearly shattered 
when a drunk driver collided 
with the car. The father and 
son team restored the car, 


finishing the day it was 
driven to Italy for Keith’s 
son’s wedding. 

Completing the top five (and 
continuing the British car¬ 
making theme) is a 1972 
Bristol 411, belonging to 
Cambridge’s Richard 
Phillips. Bought in the run-up 
to his 50th birthday as a 
restoration project, the car 
was completed in time for 
Richard’s half-century, when 
it was driven to Amsterdam.
